Britain Sizes 
Up. R. B. B. 


London—What does Britain think 
of Mr. R. B. Benneit? At the pres- 
ent moment when he is conchiding 
his fourth, and longest visit to this 
country since he became Dominion 
prime minister it seems appropriate 
to try and answer this question which 
occurs again and again in letters 
from Canada and must often be in 
the minds of Canadians. 

It is a question of much more than 
passing interest as affecting the per- 
sonal popularity of Mr. Bennett; for 
by his action, spcech and general at- 
titude as Canadian prime minister, 
British public opinion towards Can- 
ada is langely influenced. 

To begin with it must be said that 
prcebtebly no Dominion tatesman-—- 
except perhaps General Hertzog of 
South Africa, until the British pub- 
lic understood him and completely 
changed their view has been subject 
to more strenuous, and often more 
unjustified, attack in the British 
press than Mr. Bennett. No man 
holding such forthright views, how- 
ever, with a personality as forceful 
anda brain so active, could expect 
to escape attack. 

Happily since his arrival in June 
a great change in sentiment has tak- 
en place. Many people ‘have been 
thinking that perhaps their judgment 
of this Canadian statesman was hiasty 
and formed on insufficient know- 
ledge. From his. opening speech _ at 
the World Conference until the end 
of that ill-starred gathering, his stock 
rose steadily. The moderation of the 
speech in which he st forth Cana- 
da’s views was applauded. Im com- 
mittees he exercised firm, yet concil- 
iatory, influence. Speaking seldom, 
he commanded attention and enhanc- 
ed th2 reputation of Camada as a 
young counitry to be looked to for 
balanced, straight-forward, common- 
sence views on world affairs. As 
spokesman for the whole Empire on 
more than one important occasion, he 
earncd warm praise. Despite other 
conflicting interests in  back-stage 
meetings of Europe delegates, Mr. 
Bennett exercised consistently a mod- 
erating influence. Without sacrific- 
ing anything of his independence of 
outlook or yielding to ‘domination’ 
from anyone, he showed himself a 
convinced believer in the desirability 
of ‘Empire team work.’ It is sig- 
nificant of the change noted by the 
public that there has been a compar- 
ative absence of those bitter press 
attacks to which Canadians in Eng- 
land have become more or less  ac- 
customed when their prime minister 
is to the fore. . 

Only on the subject of Russia has 
Mr. Benmett found it impossible to 
modify his opinions and words. He 
did not hesitate to denounce the Sov- 
iet regime, lock, stock and barrel, on 
the floor of the World Conference, 
and therefore drew down on himself 
the wrath of not inconsiderable sec- 
tions of the press. It was, of course, 
entirely within his rights to casttig- 
ate Russia at the proper moment— 
but the question was raised whether 
the floor of the world conference call- 
ed to achieve economic co--operation 
was the place for the Canadian prime 
minister to attack another country 
whose representatives were also 
guests of the British government. 

To sum up—the British public, 
whose opinions find echo in the press 
of all parties, thinks that ‘Mr. Ben- 
nett, the Calgary lawyer,’ the un- 
know westerner who burst on the Im- 
perial seene six years ago has mel- 
lowed. They find him more ‘human’; 
less ready to take offence; less sens- 
itive to criticism; more spmpathetic 
and reasonable than the somewhat 
explosive, dynamic politician who 
rocked the boat, one, two or three 
years ago. They are anxious, in- 
deed, if he will allow them to get a 
little closer to their hearts. They 
believe also that if he holds his pres- 
ent course, he may come to exercise 
an inflGence more potent in Imperial 
affairs than any Empire statesman 
of his generation.

Feat Of French Aviators Important 
From Fuel Standpoint 

The French aviators Rossi and 
Codos set out to fly from New York 
to Karachi, India, a distance of 7,200 
miles, without alighting. They came 
down at Rayak, Syria, after covering 
5,700 miles; What is a matter of 1,- 
000 miles or so among gentlemen of 
the air? Nothing so long as a. new 
record is posted for their fellows to 
shatter. 

The gallant Frenchmen have gain- 
ed this latter objective. Their flight 
betters that of Gayford and Nicho- 
letts last February from Cranwell 
Airdrome, England, to Walfisch Bay, 
South Africa by some 500 miles. It 
beats the record set in 1931 by Board- 
man and Polando in their non-stop 
flight from New York to Istanbul, 
Turkey, by almost 900 miles. 

It would be easy to exaggerate the 
value to the future of aviation of 
these efforts to hop farther than the 
last champion. The contest really is 
not between flyers so much ag be- 
tween fuel loads. Rossi and Codos for 
example, were able to lift their mono- 
plane into the air with more gasoline 
than ever a ship carried leaving 
Floyd Bennett Airport. How they did 
it is undoubtedly of scientific inter- 
est and may influence airplane design, 
but beyond this their feat belongs 
in the category of a sporting venture. 
As such it shines with the effulgence 
of an Olympic triumph.—New York 
Herald.

Certainly it is one of the “tallest,” for 
it is placed about two-thirds of the 
way up the Hiffel Tower, at the 
height: of 636 feet, and it measures 
63 feet in diameter. Besides its un- 
usual dimensions, however, the 
French version of “Big Ben’ has 
other claims to distinction. For al- 
though it is visible from almost any 
point in Paris, it has no face, no 
hands, and no works—at least not in 
the usual sense of the terms. The 
answer is that the new clock is a lu- 
minous one. The hours, from one 
to twelve, are simply great colored 
lights, or reflectors. The “hands” are 
lines of electric light bulbs, which 
burn for a minute, then go out, and 
the line further on is then illuminat- 
ed to burn in its succession for one 
minute. The hour “hand” operates in 
the same way, but of course more 
slowly. The “movement’ 'is regulated 
by a synchronized electric motor. — 
Christian Science Monitor.

Communication With Micro Waves 
Being Developed 

Communication with micro waves 
a foot and a half long over distances 
greater than the range of vision and 
through or around physical obstacles 
was reported before the science de- 
partment of the Royal Academy by 
Guglielmo Marconi, noted wireless 
inventor of Italy. . 

Engineers had believed such opa- 
que objects as buildings, mountains, 
etc, had the same effect on these 
waves as would be in the case with 
a searchlight or other form of light 
beam. 

In a Beries of tests conducted be- 
tween the inventor’s yacht “Elettra” 
in the Tyrrhenian sea, and inland 
Italy, Marconi said that both radio- 
phone and radiotelegraph messages 
had been exchanged with the ex- 
perimental station at Santa Mar- 
gherita, 95 miles landward, a dis- 
tance three times further than he had 
been able to get heretofore. 

Even with the “Elettra’”’ anchored 
at Porto Santo Stefano, a distance 
of 161 miles from Santa Margherita,

The prairie provinces of Canada are again this year faced with the 
heavy losses, and the resulting problems, which another crop failure over 
extensive areas! brings in its wake. The Western United States are in the 
same deplorable state. Drouth, grasshoppers and other insect pests, wind 
and hail, have all taken their toll, and hundreds of farmers for the third, 
fourth, even fifth year in succession have nothing to show for their year’s 


labor. It is a discouraging situation. 


According to the reports of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics the yield 
of wheat will be the smallest, with the exception of one year, since reports 
began to be compiled by the Bureau 25 years ago. What is true of wheat is 
true of other grains. Officials and inspectors of the Saskatchewan Relief 
Commission state that the relief problem will be as great, if not greater, 
than in any previous year in that province, while a Manitoba cabinet minister 
is reported as saying that 2,000 farmers in one section of that province will 
not thresh a bushel of wheat. 

The enormous direct loss thus imposed on the people of Western 
Canada, and the largely reduced purchasing power of this country, will have 
a direct and adverse éffect upon employment not only throughout the West 
but in the factories of Eastern Canada, upon our railways, and upon our 
national, provincial and municipal finances. ; 

Governmental relief must be forthcoming to meet all absolute needs of 
people, to prévent actual suffering, to conserve the health of people,—in a 
word, to sustain them and provide for their needs for another year at least. 
This is the least that any government can do for its people; it is, in fact,.a 
primary responsibility of any government, a duty that must be discharged. 

There have been periods of crop failure all down through the ages and 
In all countries, and governments have had to care for their people. But 
plenty has also always followed famine. Discouraging as the present cut- 
look may be, there is no cause for despair. People will be provided with the 
necessities of life; they are not going to be left to suffer and starve. They 
will have nothing to show for their year’s work, it is true, but they will be 
able to start again next year. : 

But there is surely something that people can do for each other in 
times of discouragement and need like the present. There must be scores of 
ways in which people can assist and encourage each other even though they 
may have little in the way of available resources. While Governments meet 
absolutely essential needs, cannot people through voluntary effort of their 
many organizations, and as individuals, extend not merely sympathy 
but practical encouragement and help to others who have suffered uch 
more severely and are in danger of losing confidence in themselves, in 
their country, in mankind itself? 

In this connection it is gratifying to read of the action taken by the 
citizens of Kerrobert town and district in Saskatchewan. Representative 
citizens have banded themselves together, and are promoting a relief organ- 
ization for their district, which will not interfere in any way with the work 
of the rural, municipal, or town councils, or government relief, but which 
will be supplementary to all these official agencies. These citizens will 
themselves bring that sympathetic human touch, and provide asgistance in 
various forms which no official body can do. but which are so essential in 
maintaining the morale of people. 

Voluntary organizations of all kinds throughout Western Canada 
should appreciate the fact that, whatever the object of their organization, 
there is no finer, better, more important and necessary. work they can do 
this winter than in extending co-operation ‘in all measures of relief. There 
is really little excuse for the existence of any organization in our commun- 
{ty life which does not at a time like the present forget all else but the 
welfare of people who are in need, and arouse its membership to assist in 
neeting those needs whatever they may be. 

The State, representing all the people, will discharge its obligations, but 
et the great heart of humanity as represented by each and every one of us, 
ind by so many of us organized under different names and for many differ- 
:nt purposes, respond to the call, carry all the cheer that is possible into 
liscouraged homes, scatter all the sunshine of life that can possibly be 
spread about, and thus bring encouragement to those who are inclined to 
chink there is no longer even hope left to them.

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Two Railroad Care Made Of This 
Metal Exhibited At Chiengo 

David Dietz, in an article in New 
York World-Telegram, says: 

“Two all-aluminum railroad cars 
are among the most interesting and 
most important exhibits in the Hall 
of Transportation at the Chicago 
Century of Progress World Fair. 
One is a combination of coach, par- 
lor and observation car facilities. The 
other is a combination. of sleeper, 
parlor and observation car. Both ate 
gleaming, inviting works of art. On 
the day I visited the Hall of Trans- 
portation thermometers were regis- 
tering a temperature of 100 on the 
sidewalks of Chicago, and the air- 
cooled interiors of thesé two cars 
were the most comfortable spots on 
the fair grounds. 

The bodies and trucks of these two 
cars, with the exception of the 
springs, axles and wheels, are made 
entirely of aluminum. This is the 
first time that this has been accom- 
plished, although aluminum car bod- 
ies were fabricated two years ago. 

To many engineers, these alumin- 
um cafs represent the direction in 
which the railroads must go to recov- 
er their business. In other words, they 
must make travel by rail so attrac- 
tive and inviting that tourists will 
prefer it to their own automobiles.

Cod Liver Oil For Hens 


Makes Them Produce Larger and 
Better Eggs Says Expert 

Give a hen cod liver oil and she will 
lay better eggs, the International 
Baby Chick Association was inform- 
ed at Grand Rapids, Michigan. 

A cod liver oil feeding experiment 
in England was described which re- 
| sulted in eggs weighing an ounce 
| tore per dozen. To the consumer this 
extra weight was said to be equal 
to adding one large egg for every two 
dozen in the average market size. 

The report was made by Dr. R. 
T Parkhurst, of the National Oil 
Products Company, Harrison, N.J., 
|who performed the feeding tests 
while director of the National Insti- 
tute of Poultry Research, England. 
The hens in that experiment were 
White Leghorns and White Wyan- 
dottes. 

There are two important methods, 
|Dr. Parkhurst said, to get larger 
|eggs. One is by breeding, and the 
other by the right kinds of chicken 
feeds. 

Hens of different nationalities seem 
to have different tastes in feed. In 
|England, Dr. Parkhurst said, low pro- 
|tein rations gave eggs just as large 
|as high proteins. But in Maryland 
egg sizes were increased by feeding 
the hens more proteins.

There are 30,000 equines in Moscow 
and they are poorly fed, badly cared 
for, and abominably treated, even 
though drivers .caught beating or 
otherwise maltreating their horses 
lose their driving licenses and food 
carts and are liable to prison sen- 
tences. ;

Introduction of the sugar beet 
industry to southern Alberta has 
brought greater stability and security 
to farmers in the irrigation areas and 
the factory at Raymond, Alberta, is 
now a steady source of revenue for 
the grower.

Chemical Weed Killers 


Investigation Beins; Made To Discover 
Effective Weed Killers Free 
From Fire Risk 


Fire hazards in the use of ox'dz- 
ing agents as herbicides formed the 
| subject of an investigation by the 
| Division of Biology and Agriculture 
of the National Research Laborator- 
ies in co-operation with the Depart- 
ment of Field Crops, University of 
Alberta, the results of which are re- 
ported in the June issue of the Cana- 
dian Journal of Research. 

In recent years chemical treatment 
has gained some prominence as a 
|practical method of Killing weeds. 
Certain oxidizing agents, known as 
chlorates, constitute the toxic princi- 
ple of several commercial herbicides 
now used quite extensively. These 
|herbicides have the advantage of be- 
ing practically non-poisonous to live- 
stock but their use is known to be 
accompanied by a fire risk, for when 
chlorates dry on combustible mater- 
|fal such as clothing, wood, straw, or 
dead weeds, the contaminated mater- 
ial is so inflammable that it is easily 
ignited by a spark, heat, or friction. 
Several serious fires having been 
traced to the use of chlorate herbi- 
cides, this study was undertaken in

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RUSSIA’S FAMINE 
a, Seen 

A statement in an-interview pub- 
lsihed on Wednesday must have prov- 
ed startling. It was made by an Ed- 
monton lawyer, Mr. Lazarowich on 
his return from nearly a year to Eur- 
ope, most of that time being devoted 
to the study of the situation in the 
Ukraine. That area, which had been 
considered the granary of the contin- 
ent, was ‘‘today the centre of the 
most appalling famine in its history, 
due to the internal strife and bad 
government in the various states.’’ 

How can this be true, one must ask 
after all that we have read during 
the past two or three weeks about 
the huge crops in Europe and the 
consequent cutting down of the sup- 
plies that it needed to purchase ¢lse- 
where? But it is supported by other 


sources of information. Last week a |- 


Vienna dispatch told of an appeal on 
behalf Russian famine victims that 
had been made by ‘the cardinal arch- 
bishop of that city. He felt the ne- 
cessity of calling’ on public opinion 
‘broughout the world for help. 

It is alrealy established, declar- 
ed the cardinal, that catastophe 
still obtains, even at this time 
of the new harvest. It will in 
four months reach a new peak. 
Once again millions of lives will 
be lost. 

A few days later, 
from Berlin that the papers there 
were full of stories about the ter- 
rible conditions known to exist in 
Russian agricultural sections. This 
effort to raise funds in Germany to 
relieve distress among the Russo- 
German inhabitants of the Ukraine 
was, we were told, being intensified. 
An American’ correspondent, afiter 
learning what one of his countrymen 
and two Germans who had just re- 
turned from Russia had to say, cab- 
led that the indications were that 
the estimate of 4,000,000 deaths due 
to malnutrition in rural Russia dur- 
ing recent months was too low. 

Strong official denials of all this 
came from Moscow, while Mr. 
enty, who has represented the New 
York Times there since shortly after 
the war and who stands high in the 
conffence of the Soviet authorities, 
described the famine reports @s_ ex- 
aggerations or malignant propagan- 
da in view of the excellent harvest 
about to be gathered. But he went 
on to say that “the food shortage 
which has affected almost the whole 
population in the last year and par 
ticularly the grain growing provinces, 
has caused heavy loss of life.” He 
put the death rate last winter and 
epring as four times ‘the normal, 
which would make it from 80 to 100 
per thousand persons. 

How appalling is such a_ rate is 
brought home by the fact that it is 
about 12 per thousand in the United 
States and, as e bulletin just issued 
shows, only 9:9 in Canada. Despite 
all the hardships that the depression 
has caused, there has been a steadily

To those 
who hold up Russia as an example of 
Canada, the sharp contrast is com- 
mended. The Russian shortage has 
not been due to climatic conditions 
such as was responsible for the fam- 
ine of 1922-23, but solely to the gov- 
ernment farm collectivization policies 
as ithe Times points out in comment- 
ing on its Moscow correspondent. 

Iiff this is the case, the reports to 
the effect that those are working 
out much better this yeér and that the 
Russian food situation is accordingly 
much improved, with favorable pro- 
duction weather, may be found to 
look too much on the bright side of 
things. In any case, it is impossible 
to believe, after the experience of re- 
cent months there, that Russia will 
send much grain outside her borders, 
however much the government may 
require the money from such sales. 
The available supplies and a great 
deal more besides will be needed at 
home.
